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**REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE 

1, the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the Indian Veterinary 
Council Bill*, 1981, was referred, having been authorised to submit the Report 
on its behalf, present this Report of the Joint Committee, with the Bill, us amend¬ 
ed by the Committee, annexed thereto. 

2. The Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 23rd December, 

1981. 


3. The Motion for reference of the Bill to a Joint Committee of the 
Houses was moved in the Rajya Sabha by Shri R. V. Swaminathan, the then 
Minister of State in the Ministry of Agriculture on the 2nd March, 1982 and 
was adopted by the House on the same day. (Appendix I). 

4. The Lok Sabha discussed, and concurred in the Motion on the 30th 
April, 1982 (Appendix II). The message from the Lok Sabha was reported to 
he Rajya Sabha on the 3rd May, 1982. 

5. The Report of the Committee was to be presented to the House 
by the last day of the first week of the J23rd Session of the Rajya Sabha. The 
Committee was, however, granted extension of time, first upto the first day of 
the last week of the 125th Session, then upto the first day of the last week of 
the 127th Session then upto the first day of the last week of the 129th Session 
and again upto the last day of the 129th Session of the Rajya Sabha. 

6. The Committee held 36 sittings in all. Of these, 2 sittings (on the 
23rd & 24th August, 1982y were held at Trivandrum, 2 sittings (on the 29th 
& 30th August, 1982y art Bangalore, 1 sitting (on the 2nd September, 1982) 
at Hyderabad, 2 sittings (on the 17th & 18th September, 1982) at Pune, 
1 sitting (on the 9th November, 1982) at Calcutta, 1 sitting (on the 11th Nov¬ 
ember, 1982) at Rhubaneswar, 2 sittings (on the 23rd & 24th November, 1982) 
at Gauhati, 1 sitting (on the 8th January, 1983) at Madras, 2 sittings (on the 
22nd & 23rd January, 1983) at Chandigarh, 1 sitting (on the 9th February, 
1983) at Jaipur, 1 sitting (on the 18th May, 1983) at Patna, and 1 sitting 
(on the 9th June, 1983) at Gangtok, with the permission of the Chairman, 
Rajya Sabha, to hear oral evidence of witnesses. The rest of the sittings were 
held at New Delhi. For minutes of the sittings of the Committee see Appendix 
V. 


Besides the States where the Commiti.ee held its meetings, it also visited 
some other States and Union Territories for an on the spot study of the Ani nal 
Husbandry and Veterinary Institutions. In some States visited by it for study, 
the Committee also held discussions with some representatives of State Go\ ern- 
ments and Veterinary interests. A record of such discussions has been included 
in the Evidence. For the list of States visited by the Committee see Appendix VI,

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7. At its second sitting held on the 4th June, 1982, the Committee 
decided that a Press Communique be issued inviting memoranda on the subject 
matter of the Bill from various organisations, institutions and individuals engag¬ 
ed or interested in veterinary science and profession and advising them to send 
the same to the Rajva Sabha Secretariat by th e 30th June, 1982. The date 
wa s late r on extended upto 14th August, 1982, The Committee further decided 
that members might also suggest the names and particulars of organisations, 
institutions and individuals when they would like to be addressed for submission 
of memoranda on the Bill as well as the particulars of the witnesses whom they 
would like to be considered for being invited to give oral evidence before the 
Committee. It was also decided to have the comments of the concerned De¬ 
partments of the various State Governments and Agricultural Universities and 
other institutions engaged in imparting training in veterinary science and also of 
associations and bodies of fatmer s who were concerned with the proposed 
legislation. The Committee also authorised the Chairman to select, after going 
through the memoranda io be received, as to the organisations, institutions and 
individuals who should be invited for tendering oral evidence before the Com¬ 
mittee. 


8. Eighty-two memoranda containing the comments suggestions and 
resolutions etc. on the subject matter, of the Bill from the State Governments, 
organisations, institutions and individuals were received bv the Committee fAp¬ 
pendix TIT). 

9. The Committee heard ora] evidence tendered by the representations 
of 113 organisations and institutions including the State Governments and 
those who appeared in their individual capacity. (Appendix TV) 

10: The Committee decided that the evidence tendered before it should 
be laid on the table of the Houses. 

11. The Committee considered and adopted the Draft Report at its 
sitting held on the 21st March, 1984. 

12. The Principal changes effected by the Committee in the Bill and the 
reasons therefo r are set out in the succeeding paragraphs. 

Clause 2 

Paragraph (/)—The definition of the expression ‘veterinary institution 
has been amplified by the Committee to make the intention clear. 

Paragraph (1)—The Committee has made provision at the appropriate 
place for having, besides the President, the office of the Vice-President also for 
the Council. A new' paragraph has been inserted to define the expression 
‘V 1 ce-President’. 


Clause 3 

Paragraph (n) sith-dausc (3)—The number of members to be nomi¬ 
nated under this paragraph has been raised from four to five in order to give 
a fair representation to the States to which the Act shall apply. Further, by 
restricting the nomination of Directors of Animal Husbandry under this para¬ 
graph, the Committee has ensured representation of the Directorate by a Senior 
Officer, 

Paragraph (b )—The number of members to be nominated under this 
paragraph has been raised from one to four as higher representation is proposed 
to be given to veterinary institutions due to the fact that regulation of veterinary 
education is being included in the functions of the Council. 
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Paragraph (j )—In the event of the office of the President of the Indian 
Veterinary Association being held by the Annual Husbandry Commissioner who) 
will be an ex-officio member of the Council, he will represent the Council in 
two capacities. The Committee has, therefore, modified the paragraph so as to 
provide for the nomination of any one member of tre Association, to ensure that 
a situation like the one above does not occur. 

Paragraph (g )—The representation of veterinary practitioners has been 
raised from five to eleven to maintain a balance between the nominated and 
elected members on the Council. 

Paragraph (/i) and. U) (new)—The amendments made are aimed at giving 
representation to the State Veterinary Councils and the State Veterinary Asso¬ 
ciations on the Council. 

. Sub-clauses (4) and (5) (new )—The Committee is of the view that besides 
the President of the Council there should also be a Vice-President to perform 
the t unctions ot the President when for some reason the President is not in a 
position to attend to his duties or the office of the President is vacant. Sub¬ 
clause (4) has been amended and new sub-ciause (5) has been inserted to 

achieve the objective. 

Sub-clause (1) (new )—The Committee feels that only persons holding the 
recognised veterinary qualification should be there on the Council. New sub¬ 
clause (7) has been inserted to restrict the membership to uch perons only. 

Clause 8 

The clause has been amended to lay down a time limit of 90 days, at the 
expiry of which the resignation of the President, Vice President or a member 
of the Council shall automatically take effect in case it has not been accepted 
earlier by the competent authority. 

Clause 9 

The clause has been amended to raise the number of members required to) 
constitute the quorum for a meeting of the Council in view of the increase in 
the total membership of the Council proposed earlier. The other changes made 
ip the clause relate to matters of procedure for a meeting of the Council. 

Clause 11 

The clause has been amended to provide for prior sanction of the Central 
Government in the matter of appointment of Secretary to the Council. 

New Clauses 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22 

Both in the oral evidence and the written submissions made before the 
Committee, overwhelming desire had been expressed for the inclusion of re¬ 
gulation of veterinary education among the functions of the Council. The 
Committee, after a careful consideration, has come k> the conclusion that it is 
necessary that the Council should regulate veterinary education as without re¬ 
gulating standards of veterinary education for purposes of recognition of quali¬ 
fications, it will not be possible to regulate the standards of veterinary practice. 
The new Clauses have been added to empower the Council to regulate veterinary 
education and to provide for other matters connected therewith. 

Clause 28 (Original Clause 23) 

The Committee feels that the time limit of thirty days laid down for notifying 
the transfer of the place of his residence or practice by a registered veterinary 
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practitioner to the Central and State Councils was 3 little too short. The clause 
has, therefore, been amended to raise the time limit to ninety days. 

Clause 30 (original Clause 25) 

The objective behind sub-clause (b) is to empower the State Governments 
to allow minor veterinary services by those who hold a diploma or certificate of 
Veterinary Supervisor, Stockmen or Stock Assistant but do not possess qualifica¬ 
tions necessary for registration as veterinary practitioners. Further, the poweg 
given to the State Governments was to allow the right of limited practice only 
to those who were in the service of Government or a Government undertaking 
to legalise such practice. The Committee has gone deep into the matter and has 
come to the conclusion that (i) the provision made in the sub-clause should be 
made more explicit as to define the limit upto which veterinary services by the 
para veterinary personnel should be allowed; (ii) in view of the shortage of 
persons holding recognised veterinary qualifications, the permission for the such 
services should not be restricted to Government employees only out should be 
given to other persons who hold the requisite diploma or certificate; as well and 
also to the retired para veterinary personnel so as to fully utilise their experience 
fn the field. The sub-clause has been amended suitably for this purpose. 

Clause 22 (Original Clause 27) and Clause 34 (Original Clause 29) 

The provision for the nomination of members of the State Veterinary Asso¬ 
ciations instead of their Presidents on the State Veterinary Councils or Joint 
State Veterinary Councils now made by the Committee ia aimed at ensuring re¬ 
presentation of the State Veterinary Associations on these Councils as, in the 
event of the Presidents of the Associations already being there on the State or 
Joint State Councils bv virtue of their official position, if any. held bv them, the 
said councils will be represented by the same persons in two different capa¬ 
cities. The other change made in the clauses, i.e. the addition of new sub¬ 
clause f3) in both the clauses is aimed at restricting membership of the 
State Veterinary Councils and Joint State Veterinary Councils only to persons 
holding the recognised veterinary qualifications. 

Clause 39 (Original Clause 34) 

The clause has been amended to lay down a time-limit of 90 days at the 
expiry of which the resignation of the President or a member of a State Veteri¬ 
nary Council shall automatically take effect in case it has not been accepted 
earlier by the competent authority. 

Clause 45 {Original Clause 40) 

The Committee is of the view that, a s in the case of Indian Veterinary 
Council and the State Veterinary Councils, the membership of the Registration 
Tribunal to be appointed for preparing the first State Veterinary Register should 
be restricted to persons holding recognised veterinary qualifications only. The 
Committee is abo of the view that the time limit of 30 days laid down for 1 
apoeal against the decision of the Registration Tribunal bv an aggrieved Person, 
being rather short, should he raised to 60 days. The Clause has been suitably 
amended to achieve the above objectives. 

Clause 47 (Original Clause 42) and Clause 49 (Original Clause 44) 

Since the Committee is of the view that the time Ifmit of 30 davs laid down 
for appeal bv aggrieved persons against the decisions of the authorities concerned 
''as rather short, it has raised the time-limit to 60 days for all such appeals. 
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Clause 56 (Original Clause 51) 

The amounts of fine for the first and subsequent offences involving misuse 
of titles have been raised to discourage such misuse. 

Clause 57 ( Original Clause 52) 

The amendment of sub-clause (1) is consequential to the amendment made 
by the Committee in clause 30 (Original clause 25). 

The Committee has also raised the amounts of fine laid down in sub-clause 
(2) for the first and subsequent offences for unauthorised veterinary practice to 
make the punishment more deterrent. 

Clause 58 ( Original Clause 53) 

The Committee has raised the amounts of fine for non-surrender of the 
certificates of registration or of certificates of renewal by a person whose name 
has been removed from the register both for the initial and continuing offence to 
make the punishment more deterrent. 

The First Schedule 

The changes in the First Schedule have been made to carry out corrections in 
some of existing entries as well as omissions noticed therein. 

Claus# 1, Preamble and the Enacting Formula 

The changes made have been necessitated due to passage of time as also 
due to the passing of resolutions under article 252 of the Constitution, by more 
State Legislatures for application of the Act to the concerned States. 

14. The other changes made in the Bill are of a consequential or drafting 
nature. 

15. The Committee recommends that the Bill, as amended, be passed.

(As REPORTED BY THE JOINT COMMITTEE)

A Bill to regulate veterinary practice and to provide, for that purpose J for 
the establishment of a Veterinary Couyeil of India and State Veteri-i 
nary Councils and the maintenance of registers of the 'veterinary 
practitioners and for matters connected therewith. 

Whereas it is expedient to moke provision for the regulation of veteri¬ 
nary practice and to provide, lor dial pmpase, for the establishment of 
a Veterinary Council of India and State Veterinary Councils and the 
maintenance of registers of persons qualified to engage in veterinary 
practice for the whole of India and for matters connected therewith or 
ancillary thereto; 

And whereas Parliament has no power to make laws for the States 
with respect to any of the matters aforesaid except as provided in articles 
249 and 250 of the Constitution; 

And whereas in pursuance of clause (1) of article 252 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, resolutions have been passed by all the Houses of the Legislatures 
of the States of Haryana, Bihar, Orissa, Himachal Pradesh and Rajasthan 

to the effect that the matters aforesaid should be regulated in those States 
by Parliament by law; 
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Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-ilfth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. (]) This Act may be called the Indian Veterinary Council Act, 
1984, 

(2) It extends, in the first instance, to the whole of the States of 
Haryana, Bihar, Orissa, Himachal Pra desh and Rajasthan and to all Union. 

territories; and it shall also extend to such other States as may adopt this 
Act by resolution passed in that behalf in pursuance of clause (1) or 
article 252 of the Constitution. 

(3) It shall come into force m a State or Union territory to which it 
extends, or may become extended in future, on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint and diffe¬ 
rent dates may be appointed for different provisions of this Act or for 
different States or Union territories. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Council” means the Veterinary Council of India established 
under section 3; 

(b) “member” means a member of the Council; 

(c) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 
(cl) “president” means the President of the Council; 

(e) “recognised veterinary qualification” means any of the 
veterinary qualifications included in the First Schedule or the Second 
Schedule; 

(f) “register” means a register maintained under this Act; 

(g) “registered veterinary practitioner” means a person whose 
name is for the time being duly registered in a register; 

(h) “regu'ation” means a regulation made under this Act; 

(0 “State Veterinary Council” means a Veterinary Council estab¬ 
lished under section 32 and includes a Joint State Veterinary Council 
established in accordance with an agreement under section 33; 

(j) "veterinary institution’’ means any University or other insti¬ 
tution within or without India which grants degrees, diplomas or 
licences in veterinary science and animal husbandry; 

(k) “veterinary medie'ne” means modern scientific veterinary 
medicine in all its branches and includes veterinary surgery and 
obstetrics; 

(/) “Vice-President" means the Vice-President of the Council. 

“ chaptepTh 

Pnd tan Veterinary Council 

3. ( 1 ) With eficri frnni sorb date as the Central Govern,meat may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, appoint in this behalf, thero shall be 
established a Council to be called the \clcrin;iry Coined of India. 

(2) The Council shall be a hody corporate by the name aforesaid, 
having pcrpeUrd sueeess’nn and a common seal, with power to acquire, 

hold and dispose of pr iparly, both movable and immovable, and to con¬ 
tract and shall by the said name sue or be sued. 
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(3) The Council shall consist of the following members, namely: —

( Q ) eleven members to be elected from amongst themselves by 
persons enrolled in the Indian veterinary practitioners register; 

(h) one member to be nominated by the Central Government 
from amongst the Presidents of the State Veterinary Councils of 
those States to which this Act extends; 

(i) one member to be nominated by the Central Government 
from amongst the Presidents of the Stale Veterinary Associations of 
those States to which this Act extends: 

(j) Secretary, Veterinary Council of India, ex officio. 

( 4 ) The President and Vice-President shall be ejected by the members 
from amongst themselves in such manner ns may be provided by regula¬ 
tions. 

(5) Whenever there is a vacancy in the office uf the President, the 
Vice-President shall discharge the functions of the President- 

(6) The names of persons nominated or elected as members shall be 
notified by the Central Government in the Official Gazette. 

(7) A person shall not be qualified for nomination or election to the 
Council unless he holds a recognised veterinary qualification. 

4. (1) An election under clause (y) of sub-section (3) of section 3 shall Made oi 
be conducted by the Central Government in accordance with such rules as election 
may be made by it i-n this behalf and any rule so made may provide that of mcm ~

(2) On the occurrence of a vacancy referred to in sub-section (I)y 
the President shall forthwith report the fact of such vacancy to the 
Central Government and thereafter that Government may, subject to the 
proviso to section 7, take necessary steps to fill such vacancy. 


7. A casual vacancy in the Council shall be filled by nomination or 
election, as the case may be, and the person nominated or elected to fill 
the vacancy shall hold office only for the remainder of the term for which 
the member whose place he takes was nominated or elected: 

Provided that no such casual vacancy occurring within three months 
of the date of expiry of the normal term of office of a nominated or an 
elected member need be filled under this section. 


8. (I) The President or Vice-President may at any time resign his 
office by notice in writing addressed to the Council and delivered to the 
Secretary and the resignation shall take effect from the date on which 
it is accepted by the Council or on the expiry of ninety days from the 
date of receipt of the resignation by the Secretary, whichever is earlier. 

(2) A member may at any time resign his office by notice in writing 
addressed to the President and every such resignation shall take-T'feffiect 
from the date on which it is accepted by the President or on the v «xpiry 

of ninety days from the dale of receipt of the resignation by the President, 
whichever is earlier. 
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9. (1) The Council shall meet at least twice in a year at such time and 
place as may be appointed by the Council. . 

(2) The quorum necessary for the transaction of business at a meeting 
of the Council shall be nine- 

(3) The President when present shall preside at every meeting of the 
Council and in his absence the Vice-President and in the absence of both 
any other member elected by the members present from amongst them¬ 
selves shall preside at such meeting. 

(4) Save as otherwise provided in this Act f all questions which come 
up before any meeting of the Council shall be decided by a majority of the 
members present, and voting. 

(5) In the case' of an equality of votes, the President shall have a cast¬ 
ing vote. 

(6) Subject to the provisions of sub-sections (1) to (5), thd'Council 
shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to transaction of business 
at its meetings as may be provided by regulations. 

10. No act or proceeding of the Council shall be invalid by reason only 
of the existence of a vacancy in the Council or on account of any defect 
or irregularity in its constitution, 


11. (1) The Council may with the previous sanction of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, appoint a Secretary (who shall alsoact as Treasurer unless the 
Council appoints my other person as Treasurer) and may appoint such 
other officers and employees as it may deem necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this~Act. 

(2) The terms and conditions of service of the Secretary, other officers and 
employees appointed by the Council shall be such as may be provided by 
regulations 

(3) The Secretary, officers and other employees of the Council shall lie 
deemed to be public servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian 

45 of 1860. Penal Code, 

(4) All orders and decisions and other instruments of the Council shall he! 
authenticated bv the signature of the Secretory’ or any other officer of the 
Council duly authorised by it fa this Itehalf. 

12, ( 1 ) The Council shall appoint from among its members an Execu¬ 
tive Committee and may constitute other Committees for such general or 
specific purposes as the Counci 1 considers necessary and may co-opt any 
person or persons specially qualified to advise on any matter to any Com¬ 
mittee other than the Executive Committee, 

(2) A Committee constituted under this section shall meet at such 
time and at such places and shall observe such rules of procedure in 
regard to the transaction of business at its meetings as may be provided 
by regulations. 

(13) T hc President and other members and the members of the Committees 
(other than the members of the Council) shall be paid such fees and allowances 
for attending the meetings of the Council and the Committees as may be pro¬ 
vided by regulations. 

14. (1) The Council shall furnish such reports, copies of its minutes, 
abstract of its accounts and other information to the Central Government 
as that Government may require. 
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(2) The Central Government may publish in such manner as it may 
think fit any report, copy, abstract or other information furnished to it 
under this section. 

15. ( 1 ) The veterinary qualifications granted by any veterinary in¬ 
stitution in India which are included in the First Schedule shall be 
recognised veterinary qualifications for the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Any veterinary institution in India which grants a veterinary 
qualification not included in the First Schedule may apply to the Central 
Government to have such qualification recognised and the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, after consulting the Council, may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, amend the First Schedule so as to include such qualification 
therein and any such notification may also direct that an entry shall be 
made in the last column of the First Schedule against such veterinary 
qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised veterinary qualifi¬ 
cation only when granted after a specified date. 

16. (1) The veterinary qualifications granted by veterinary institu¬ 
tions outside India which are included in the Second Schedule shall be 
recognised veterinary qualifications for the purposes of this Act. 

(2) The Council may enter into negotiations with the authority in 
any country outside India which by the law of such country is entrusted 
with the maintenance of a register of veterinary practitioners, for the 
setting of a scheme of reciprocity for the recognition of veterinary quali¬ 
fications, and in pursuance of any such scheme, the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, amend the Second Schedule 
so as to include therein the veterinary qualification which the Council 
has decided should be recognised, and any such notification may also 
direct that an entry shall he made in the last column of the Second 
Schedule against such veterinary qualification dec’aring that it shall be 
a recognised veterinary qualification only when granted after a specified 
date. 

(3) The Central Government, after consultation with the Council, 
may, by notification In the Official Gazette, amend the Second Schedule 
by directing that an entry he made therein in respect of any veterinary 
qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised veterinary qualifica¬ 
tion only when granted before a specified date. 

(4) Where the Council has refused to recommend any veterinary 
qualification which has been proposed for recognition by any authority 
referred to in sub-section (21 and the authority applies to the Central 
Government in this behalf, the Central Government, after considering 
such application and after obtaining from the Council a report, if any, 
as t> the reasons for any such refusal, may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, amend the Second Schedule so as to include shch qualification, 
therein and the provisions of sub-section (2) shall apply to such noti¬ 
fication. 

17. (1) Tlie Central Government, after consultation with the Council, 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, direct that the veterinary 
qualifications granted bv veterinary institutions in any country outside 
Tndrn in respect of which a scheme of reciprocity for the recognition of 
veterinary qualifications is not in force shall be recognised veterinary 
qualification for the purposes of this Act or shall be so only when granted 
after a specified date: 
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Provided that veterinary practice by persons possessing such quali¬ 
fications— 

(a) shall be permitted only if such persons are enrolled as 
veterinary practitioners in accordance with the law regulating the 
registration of veterinary practitioners for the time being in force 
in that country; 

(b) shall be limited to the institution to which they are attached 
for the time being for the purpose of teaching, research work, chari¬ 
table work; and 

(c) shall be limited to the period specified in this behalf by the 
Central Government by general or special order. 

(2) In respect of any such veterinary qualification the Central 
Government after consultation with the Council may by notification in 
the Official Gazette, direct that it shall be a recognised veterinary quali¬ 
fication only when granted before a specified date. 

18. Every veterinary institution in a State which grants a recognised 
veterinary qualification shall furnish such information as the Council 
may from time to time require as to the courses of study and examina¬ 
tions to be undergone in order to obtain such qualification, as to the ages 
at which such courses of study and examinations are required to be 
undergone and such qualification is conferred and generally as to the re¬ 
quisites for obtaining such qualification. 


19. (1) A Committee constituted under section 12 may, subject to 
regulations, if any, made by the Council, appoint such number of veteri¬ 
nary inspectors as it may deem requisite to inspect any veterinary ins¬ 
titution or any college or other institution where veterinary education 
is given or to attend any examination held by any veterinary institu¬ 
tion for the purpose of recommending to the Central Government re¬ 
cognition of veterinary qualification granted by that veterinary institu¬ 
tion. 

(2) The veterinary inspectors shall not interfere with the conduct 
of any training or examination, but shall report to the Committee on 
the adequacy of the standards of veterinary education including staff, 
equipment, accommodation, training and other facilities prescribed by 
regulations for giving veterinary education or on the sufficiency of every 
examination which they attend. 

(3) The Committee shall forward a copy of any such report to the 
veterinary institution concerned and shall also forward a copy with 
remarks, if any, of the said institution thereon, to the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

20. (1) The Council may appoint such number of visitors as It may 
deem requisite to inspect any veterinary institution or any college or 
other institution where veterinary education is given or to attend any 
examination held by any veterinary institution for the purpose of 

| granting any recognised veterinary qualification. 
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(2) Any person, whether he is a member or not, may be appointed 
as a visitor under this section, but a person who is appointed as an 
inspector under section 19 for any inspection or examination shall not 
be appointed as a visitor for the same inspection or examination. 

(2) The visitors shall not interfere with the conduct of any training 
or examination, but shall report to the President on the adequacy of 
the standards of veterinary education including staff, equipment, 
accommodation, training and other facilities prescribed by regulations for 
giving veterinary education or on the sufficiency of every examination 
which they attend. 

(4) The report of a visitor shall be treated as confidential unless in 
any particular case the President otherwise directs: 

Provided that if the Central Government requires a copy of the 
report of the visitor, the Council shall furnish the same, 

2l. ( 1) When upon report by the Committee or the visitor, it ap¬ 
pears to the Council— 

(a) that the courses of study and examinations to be under¬ 
gone in, or the proficiency required from candidates at any exami¬ 
nation held by, any veterinary institution, are not in conformity 
with the regulations made under this Act or fail short of the 
standards required thereby, or 

(b) that the staff, equipment, accommodation, training and other 
facilities for instruction and training provided in such veterinary 
institution or in any college or other institution affiliated to it do 
not conform to the standards prescribed by the Council, 

the Council shall make a representation to that effect to the Central 
Government. 

(2) After considering such representation, the Central Government 
may send it to the State Government of the State in which the veterinary 
institution is situated and the State Government shall forward it along 
with such remarks as it may choose to make to the veterinary institu¬ 
tion, with an intimation of the period within which that institution may 
submit its explanation to the State Government. 

(3) On receipt of the explanation or, where no explanation is sub¬ 
mitted within the period fixed, then on the expiry of that period, the 
State Government shall make its recommendation, to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

(4) The Central Government, after making such inquiry, if any, as 
it may deem fit, may, by notification in the Official Gazette, direct that 
an entry shall be made in the appropriate Schedule against the said 
veterinary qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised veterinary 
qualification only when granted before a specified date or that the said 
veterinary qualification if granted to students of a specified college or 
Institution affiliated to any veterinary institution shall be a recognised 
veterinary qualification only when granted before a specified date or, 
as the case may be, that the said veterinary qualification shall be a 
recognised veterinary qualification in relation to a specified college or 
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institution affiliated to any veterinary) institution only when granted 
j after a specified date: 

Provided that before issuing such notification the Central Govern¬ 
ment may consult the Indian Council of Agricultural Research. 

22. (1) The Council may, by regulations, specify the minimum Minimum 
I standards of veterinary education required fob granting recognised standards 
veterinary qualifications by veterinary institutions in those States to nary ecJu " 
which this Act extends. cation. 

(2) Copies of the draft regulations and of all subsequent amend¬ 
ments thereof shall be furnished by the Council to the State Govern¬ 
ment concerned and the Council shall, before submitting such regulations 
or any amendments thereof, as the case may be, to the Central Govern¬ 
ment for approval, take into consideration the comments of the State 
Government received within three months from the furnishing of the 
copies as aforesaid. 

(3) The Central Government may, before approving such regula- 
I tions or any amendments thereof, consult the Indian Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Research. 

(4) The Committee constituted under section 12 shall from time to 
time report to the Council on the efficacy of the regulations and may 
lecommend to the Council such amendments thereof as it may think fit. 

CHAPTER III 


Indian veterinary t'r ArTiTTONTHs register 

23. (7) The Council shall, as soon as may he after the commence- h'dian 
' vclcii- 

ment of this Act, cause to he maintained in such form and in such nary 

manner as may be provided by regulations a register of veterinary prac- practi- 

titioners to he known as the Indian veterinary practitioners register 1,oners 

ccJstcr 

which shall contain the names of all persons who possess the recognised 
veterinary qualifications and who are for the time being enrolled on a 
State veterinary register of the State to which this Act extends. 

(2) li shall he the duty of the Secretary of the Council to keep the 
Indian veterinary practitioners register in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of this Act and of any orders made by the Council, and from time 
to time to revise the register and publish it in the Gazette of India or 
in such other manner as may he provided by regulations. 

(3) Such register shall he deemed to he. a public document within 
the meaning of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872, and may he proved by a 
copy published in the Gazette of India. 

(4) Each State Veterinary Council shall furnish to the Council six 
printed copies of the State veterinary register as soon as may he after 
the 1st day of April of each year and each State Veterinary Council 
shall inform the Council without delay of all additions to, and other 
amendments in, the State veterinary register made front time to time. 


24, The Secretary of the Council may, on receipt of the report of Re.m'ura- 
registration of a person in a Sffite veterinary register or on application jj™ 1 , n '" nn 
made in such form and in such manner, as may be provided by regulu- veterinary 
tions, by any such person, enter his name in the Indian veterinary prac- piacl j.

Provided that the Secretary is satisfied that the- person concerned ’ridutei. 
possesses a recognised veterinary qualification. 
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25. (1) Any person whose name has been entered in the Indian 
veterinary practitioners register shall, on an application made in this 
behalf in such form and in such manner and on payment of such fees, 
not exceeding fifteen rupees, as may be provided by regulations, be 
entitled to a certificate of registration. 

(2) On receipt of an application under sub-section (1), the Council 
shall grant to the applicant a certificate of registration in such form as 
may be provided by regulations: 

Provided that on the removal of his name from a register, such 
certificate shall cease to be valid. 

(3) Where it is shown to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Council that a certificate of registration has been lost or destroyed, the 
Secretary may, on payment of such fees, not exceeding ten rupees, as 
may be specified by regulations, issue a duplicate certificate in such 
form as may be specified in the regulations. 

26. (1) If any person whose name is entered in the Indian veteri¬ 
nary practitioners register obtains any post-graduate degree or diploma 
in veterinary science in addition to his recognised veterinary qualifica¬ 
tion, he shall, on an application made in this behalf in such form and 
in such manner and on payment of such fees, not exceeding fifteen 
rupees, as may be provided by regulations, be entitled to have an entry 
sta ing such degree or diploma made against his name in such register 
in addition to any entry previously made. 

(2) The entries in respect of any such person in a State veterinary 
register shall be altered in accordance with the alterations made in the 
Indian veterinary practitioners register. 

27. If the name of any person enrolled on a State veterinary register 
is removed therefrom in pursuance of any power conferred under this 
Act, the Council shall direct the removal of the name of such person 
from the Indian veterinary practitioners register. 


28, Every pei’son registered in the Indian veterinary practitioners 
register shall notify any transfer of the place of his residence or prac¬ 
tice to the Council and the State Veterinary Council within ninety days 
of such transfer, failing which his right to participate in the election 
of members of the Council or a State Veterinary Council shall be liable 
to be forfeited by order of the Central Government either permanently 
or for such period as may be specified therein. 


CHAPTER IV 

Privileges ob 1 registered veterinary practitioners 

29. Subject to the conditions and restrictions laid down in this Act, 
every person whose name is for the time being borne on the Indian 
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veterinary practitioners register shall be entitled according to his 
qualifications to practise as a veterinary practitioner and to recover in 
due course of law in respect of such practice any expenses, charges in 
respect of medicaments and other appliances or any fees to which he 
may be entitled. 


30- No person, other than a registered veterinary practitioner, shall— 

(a) hold office as veterinary physician or surgeon or any other 
like office (by whatever name called) in Government or in any 

institution maintained by a local or other authority; 

(b) practise veterinary medicine in any State: 

Provided that the State Government may, by order, permit a 
person holding a diploma or certificate of veterinary supervisor, 
stockman or stock assistant (by whatever name called) issued by 
the Directorate of Animal Husbandry (by whatever name called) 
of any State or any veterinary institution in India, to render, under 
the supervision and direction of a registered veterinary practitioner, 
minor veterinary services. 

Explanation .—“Minor veterinary services" means the rendering 
of preliminary veterinary aid, like, vaccination, castration, and dressing 
of wounds, and such other types of preliminary aid or the treatment 
of such ailments as the State Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, specify in this behalf; 

(c) be entitled to sign or authenticate a veterinary health 
certificate or any other certificate required by any law to be signed 
or authenticated by a duly qualified veterinary practitioner; 

(d) be entitled to give evidence at any inquest or in any court 
of law as an expert under section 45 of the Indian Evidence Act, 
1872, on any matter relating to veterinary medicine. 

CHAPTER V 
Discipline 

21. (1) The Council may, by regulations, specify standards of pro¬ 
fessional conduct and etiquette and a code of ethics for veterinary 
practitioners. 

(2) Regulations made by the Council under sub-section (1) may 
specify which violations thereof shall constitute infamous conduct in 
any professional respect, that is to say, professional misconduct, and 
such provisions shall have effect notwithstanding anything contained in 
any other law for the time being in force. 

CHAPTER VI 

State Veterinary Councils 

32. (1) Except where a Joint State Veterinary Council is established 
in accordance with an agreement made under section 33, the State Gov¬ 
ernment shall establish a State Veterinary Council consisting of the fol¬ 
lowing members, namely:— 

(a) four members elected from among themselves by veterinary 
practitioners registered in the State veterinary register; 
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(6) the heads of veterinary institutions, if any, in the State, 

er officio; 

(c) three members nominated by the State Government; 

(d) the Director of Veterinary Services of the State by what¬ 
ever name called, ex officio; 

(e) one member to be nominated by the State Veterinary Asso¬ 
ciation, if any; 

( f) Registrar of the State Veterinary Council, ex officio. 

(2) Tlie names of persons nominated or elected as members shall be 
notified by the State Government in the Official Gazette. 

(.?) A person shall not be qualified for nomination or election as a 
member of the State Veterinary Council unless he holds a recognised 
veterinary qualification. 

33. (1) Two or more State Governments may enter into an agreement 
he in force for such period and to be subject to renewal for further 
itfiods, if any, as may be specified in the agreement to provide— 

(a) for the establishment of a Joint State Veterinary Council 
'or all participating States; or 

(b) for the State Veterinary Council of one State to serve tlie 
needs of the other participating States. 

(2) In addition to such matters as are in this Act specified, an 
agreement under this section may—- 

(a) provide for the apportionment between the participating 
States of the expenditure in connection wiih the State Veterinary 
Council or Joint State Veterinary Council; 

(L) determine which of the participating State Go\’ernments 
shall exercise the several functions of the State Government under 
this Act and the references in this Act to the State Government 
shall he construed accordingly; 

(c) provide for consultation between the participating State 
Governments either generally or with reference to particular matters 
arising under this Act; 

(d) make such incidental and ancillary provisions not inconsis¬ 
tent with this Act as may be deemed necessary or expedient for 
giving effect to the agreement. 

(3) An agreement under this section shall be published in the 
Official Gazettes of fhe participating States, 

34. (1) A Joint State Veterinary Council shall consist of the follow¬ 
ing members, namely: — 

(a) two members elected from among themselves by veterinary 
practitioners registered in the register of each of the participating 
States; 
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(b) the heads of veterinary institutions, if any, in the parti¬ 
cipating States, ex officio; 

(cj two members nominated by each participating State 
Government; 

(d) the Director of VeLerinary Services of each of the parti¬ 
cipating States, by whatever name called, ex officio; 

<e) one nominee of the State Veterinary Associations, if any, of 
each ol the participating States; 

(f) Registrar of the Joint State Veterinary Council, ex officio, 

(2) The names of the persons nominated or elected as members 
shall be notified by the State Governments in the Official Gazettes of the 
Btates. 

(3) A person shall not be qualified for nomination or election as a 
member of the Joint State Veterinary Council unless he holds a recog¬ 
nised veterinary qualification. 

35. Every State Veterinary Council shall be a body corporate by 
such name as may be notified by the State Government in the Official 
Gazette or, in the case of a Joint State Veterinary Council, as may be 
determined in the agreement, having perpetual succession and a com¬ 
mon seal with power to acquire and hold property, both movable and 
immovable, and shall by the said name sue or be sued. 

3(i. The President of the State Veterinary Council shall be elected 

by the members of that Council from amongst themselves in such 
manner as may be prescribed. 

37. The election under this Chapter shall be conducted in the pres¬ 
cribed manner and where any dispute arises regarding any such elec¬ 
tion, it shall be referred to the State Government for its decision. 

38. (I) Subject to the provisions of this section, a member of the 
State Veterinary Council, o f her than an ex officio member, shall hold 
office for a term of three years from the date of his election or nomi- 
n«tion to the State Veterinary Council or until his successor has been 
duly elected or nominated, whichever is longer: 

Provided that a member of the State Veterinary Council nominated 
under clause (c) of sub-section (1) of section 32 or clause (c) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 34, shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
authority nominating him. 

(2) Members of the State Veterinary Council shall be eligible for 
i e-election or re-nomination, as the case may be. 

(3) An elected or nominated member of the State Veterinary 
Council shall be deemed to have vacated his office— 

(a) if he is absent without excuse, sufficient in the opinion of the 
State Veterinary Council, from three consecutive meetings of the 
State Veterinary Council; 

(b) if he ceases to hold the office from which he has been 
nominated; 
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(c) in the case of a member whose name is required to be 
included in any State veterinary register, if his name is removed 
from the register; 

(d) if he has been convicted of an offence involving moral 
turpitude and punishable with imprisonment; 

(e) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 

(/) if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a 
competent court. 

(4) No act done by the State Veterinary Council shall be called 
in question on the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy, or 
defect, in the establishment of, the State Veterinary Council. 

(5) A casual vacancy in the State Veterinary Council shall be filled 
by fresh election or nomination, as the case may be, and the person 
elected or nominated to fill the vacancy shall hold office only for the 
remainder of the term for which the member whose place he takes was 
elected or nominated. 

(6) The State Veterinary Council shall observe such rules of pro¬ 
cedure in regard to transaction of business at its meetings as may be 
prescribed. 

39. ( 1 ) The President of the State Veterinary Council may at any 
time resign his office by notice in writing addressed to the State 
Veterinary Council and delivered to the Registrar and the resignation 
shall take effect from the date on which it is accepted by that Council 
or on the expiry of ninety days from the date of receipt of the resignation 

byth^Registrar, whichever is earlier. 

(2) A member of the State Veterinary Council may at any time 
resign his office by notice in writing addressed to the President of the 
State Veterinary Council and every such resignation shall take effect 
from the date on which it is accepted by the President or on the expiry 
of ninety days from the date of receipt of the resignation by the Presi¬ 
dent, whichever is earlier. 

49. Subject to such conditions and restrictions as may be prescribed, 
the State Veterinary Council may constitute an Executive Committee 
and other Committees for exercising any power or discharging any duty 
of the State Veterinary Council or for inquiring into, reporting with 
respect to, or advising on, any matter which the State Veterinary Council

may reier to them. 

41. The President and other members of the State Veterinary Counn 

ell *and the members of the Committees (other than the members of the 
State Veterinary Council) shall be paid such fees and allowances for 
attending the meetings of the State Veterinary Council and the Commit¬ 
tees as may he prescribed. 

42. (1) The State Veterinary Council may, with the previous sanction 

of the State Government, appoint a Registrar who shall also act as 
Treasurer unless the State Veterinary Council appoints any person as 
Treasurer and may appoint such other officers and employees as it may 
deem necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act. 
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(2) The terms and conditions of service of the Registrar, and of the 
other officers and employees appointed hy the State Veterinary Council: 
shall be such as may he prescribed. 

(2) The Registrar and other officers and employees of the State Ve¬ 
terinary Council shall be deemed to be public servants within the mean¬ 
ing of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(4) All orders and decisions and other instruments of the State Ve¬ 
terinary Council shall be authenticated by the signature of the Regis¬ 
trar or any other officer of the State Veterinary Council duly authoris¬ 
ed by it in this behalf. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), for the 
first two years from the first constitution of the State Veterinary Coun¬ 
cil the Registrar of the State Veterinary Council shall be a person ap¬ 
pointed by the State Government, who shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the State Government. 

43, (1) The Stale Veterinary Council shall furnish such reports, 
copies of its minutes and of the minutes of the Executive Committee 
and abstract of its accounts to the State Government as the State Govern¬ 
ment may from time to time require and shall forward to the Council 
copies of all material so furnished to the State Government. 

(2) The State Government may publish in such manner as it thinks 
fit any report, copy or abstract furnished to it under this section. 

CHAPTER VII 

Registration 

44. (1) The State Government shall as soon as may he cause to be 

prepared in the manner hereinafter provided a register of veterinary 
practitioners to he known as the Stale veterinary register for the State. 

(2) The Slate Veterinary Council shall on its establishment assume 
the duty of maintaining the State veterinary register in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act. 

(3) The State veterinary register shall contain the names of the per¬ 
sons possessing the recognised veterinary qualifications. 

(4) The State veterinary register shall include the following parti¬ 
culars., namely:— 

(a) the full name, nationality and residential address of the 
registered person; 

(b) the date of his admission in the State veterinary register; 

(c) his qualification for registration and the date on which he 
obtained such qualification and authority which conferred it; 
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(d) his professional address; and 

(c) such further particulars as may be prescribed. 
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45. (I) For tlie purpose of first preparing the State veterinary regis¬ 
ter, the State Government shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
constitute a Registration Tribunal consisting of three persons holding 
recognised veterinary qualifications and shall also appoint a Registrar 
Who shall act ns Secretary of the Tribunal. 

(2) The State Government shall, by the same or a like notification, 
appoint a date on or before which application for registration, which 
shall be accompanied by the prescribed fee, not exceeding twenty-five 
rupees, shall be made to the Registration Tribunal. 

(3) The Registration Tribunal shall examine every application 

received on or before the appointed date, and, if it is satisfied that the 
applicant is qualified for registration under section 46, shall direct the 

entry of the name of the applicant on the register. 

(4) The register so prepared shall thereafter be published in such 
manner as the State Government may direct, and any person aggrieved 
by a decision of the Registration Tribunal expressed or implied in the 
register as so published may, within sixty days from the date of such 
publication, appeal to an authority appointed by the State Government 
in this behalf by notification in the Official Gazette. 

(5) The Registrar shall amend the register in accordance with the 
decisions of the authority appointed under sub-section (4) and shall 
thereupon issue to every person whose name is entered in the register a 
certificate of registration in the prescribed form. 

(6) Upon the establishment of the State Veterinary Council, the 
register shall be given into its custody, and the State Government may 
direct that all or any specified part of the application fees for registration 
in the first register shall be paid to the credit of the State Veterinary 
Council.

(3) An order under sub-section (2) shall riot take effect until the 
expiry of three months from the date thereof or until an appeal,, if arty, 
on such order is finally disposed of, whichever date is later, 
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(4; A person aggrieved by an order under sub-section ( 1 ) may, 
within sixty days from the com mun ication to him oi such order , appeal 
to the Council. 

(5) A person aggrieved by the decision oi the Council under sub¬ 
section ( 4 ) may, within sixty days from the communication to him of 
such decision, appeal to the Central Government. 

t t> j a person whose name has been removed from the register under 
this section or under sub-section (2) of section 48 shaft fortbwuh sur¬ 
render his certificate oi registration and certificate of renewal, if any, to 
the Registrar of tiie State Veterinary Council and the name so removed 
shall be published in the Official Gav-ette. 

(7) A person whose name has been removed from the State veteri¬ 
nary register under this section or sub-section ( 2 ) oi section 48 shall 
not be entitled to have his name registered in the Staie veterinary register 
or in any other State veterinary register, except with the approval oi the 
State Veterinary Council from whose register Ins name has been removed. 


50. The State Veterinary Council may, at any time for reasons appear¬ 
ing to it sufficient and subject to approval of the Council, order that upon 
payment of the prescribed fee not exceeding twenty-live rupees, the name 
of a person removed from a Stale veterinary register shall be restored 
thereto. 

51. As soon as may be after the 1st day of April each year, the Re¬ 
gistrar of the State Veterinary Council shall cause to be printed copies 
of the State veterhi ary register as it stood on the said date and such 
copies shall be made available to persons applying therefor on payment 
of the prescribed charge not exceeding ten rupees and shall be evidence 
that on the said date the persons whose names are entered therein were 
registered veterinary practitioners. 

CHAPTER Vm 
Miscellaneous 

52. W here a registered veterinary practitioner of one State is practis¬ 
ing veterinary medicine in another State, he may, on payment of pres¬ 
cribed fee which shall not exceed the renewal fee for registration in 
such other State, make an application in the prescribed form to the 
Council for the transfer of his name from the State veterinary register 
of the State where he is registered to the State veterinary register of 
the State in which he is practising veterinary medicine, and on receipt 
of any such application, the Council shall, notwithstanding anything 
contained elsewhere in this Act, direct that the name of such person be 
removed from the first-mentioned State veterinary register and entered 
in the State veterinary register of the second-mentioned State and the 
State Veterinary Councils concerned shall comply with such direction: 

Provided that such a person shall be required to produce a certificate 
to the effect that all dues in respect of his registration in the former 
State have been paid: 
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Provided further that where any such application for transfer is made 
by a veterinary practitioner against whom any disciplinary proceeding 
is pending or where for any other reason it appears to the Council that 
the application for transfer has not been made bona fide and the transfer 
should not be made, the Council may, after giving the veterinary prac¬ 
titioner a reasonable opportunity of malting a representation in this 
behalf, reject the application. 

53. No order refusing to enter a name in a register or removing a 
name from a register shall be called in question in any court. 

54. Where it is shown to the satisfaction of the Registrar of the State 
Veterinary Council that a certificate of registration or a certificate of 
renewal has been lost or destroyed, the Registrar may, on payment of 
the prescribed fee, not exceeding ten rupees, issue a duplicate certifi¬ 
cate in the prescribed form. 

55. Xf any person whose name is not for the time being entered in a 
register falsely represents that it is so entered or uses in connection 
with his name or title any words or letters reasonably calculated to 
suggest that his name is so entered, he shall be punishable on first con¬ 
viction with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, and on any 
subsequent conviction with imprisonment which m&Jv extend to six months 
or with fine not exceeding one thousand rupees or with both. 

56, If any person,— 

(a 1 not being a person registered in a register, takes or uses the 
description of a veterinary practitioner, or 

(b) not possessing a recognised veterinary qualification. uses a 
degree or a diploma or a licence or an abbreviation, indicating or 
implying such qualification.

ment which may extend to six months or with fine not exceeding five 
thousand rupees or with both. 

57. (I) After the expiry of one year from the date appointed under 
sub-section (2) of section 45, no person, other than a» registered veteri¬ 
nary practitioner or a person permitted by the State Governmeni under 
the proviso to clause (b') of section 30 shall practise veterinary medicine or 
render minor veterinary services, as the* case mav be, in that State. 

(2) If any person contravenes the provisions of sub-section d), he 
shall be punishable on first conviction with fine which maty extend to one 
thousand rupees, and on any subsequent conviction with imprisonment 
which may extend to six months or with fine not exceeding fivethousand 
rupees or with both. 

58. Tf any person whose name has been removed from a register fails 
without sufficient cause forthwith to surrender his certificate of regis¬ 
tration or certificate of renewal, or both he shall be punishable^ with 
fine which mav extend to fixe hundred rupee-, a*nd in case of a continuing 

offem ,k with an additional fine which mav extend to Jen rupees per day 
after the first day during which the offence continues 
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59. No court shall take cognizance of any offence punishable under 

this Act except upon complaint made by order of the State Government 
or State Veterinary Council. 


60. No suit or other legal proceedings shall lie against the Central 

Government or the State Government or the Council or a State Veteri¬ 
nary Council in respect of any thing which is in good faith done or in¬ 
tended to be done in pursuance of this Act, or of any rules, regulations 
or orders made thereunder. 

61. The State Veterinary Council shall, before the end of June in 
each year, pay to the Council a sum equivalent to one-fourth of the 
total fees realised by the State Veterinary Council under this Act during 
the period of twelve months ending on the 31st day of March of that year. 

62. (1) The Council shall maintain appropriate accounts and other 
relevant records and prepare an annual statement of accounts including 
the balalnce sheet, in accordance with such general directions as may be 
issued and in such form as may be specified by the Central Government 
in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India. 

(2) The accounts of the Council shall be audited annually by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India or any person appointed by 
him in this behalf afnd any expenditure incurred by him or any person 
so appointed in connection with such audit shall be payable by the Coun¬ 
cil to the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any person 
appointed by him in connection with the audit of the accounts of the 
Council shall have the same rights atnd privileges and authority in 
connection with such audit a s the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India has in connection with the audit of Government accounts, and, in 
particular, shall have the right to demand the production of books of 
accounts, connected vouchers and other documents and papers and to 
inspect the office of the Council. 

(4) The accounts of the Council as certified by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India or any person appointed by him in this behalf, 
together with the audit report thereon, shall be forwarded annually to 
the Central Government and that Government shall caMse the same to 
be laid before each House of Parliament. 

(5) A copy of the accounts of the Councit as so certified together 
with the audit report thereon shall be forwarded simultaneously to the 
Council. 

63. (I) Whenever it appears to the Central Government that the 

Council is not complying with any of the provisions of this Act, the Cent¬ 
ral Government maty appoint a Commission of Inquiry consisting of three 
persons, two of whom shall be appointed by the Central Government, 
one being the Judge of a High Court and one bv the Council and refer to 
it the matter on which the inquiry is to be made. 

(2) The Commission shall proceed to inquire in a summary mdhner 
and report to the Central Government on the matters referred to it to¬ 
gether with such remedies, if any. as the Commission may like to re¬ 
commend. 

(3) The Central Government maty accept the report or remit the same 
to the Commission for modification or reconsideration. 
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(4) After the report is finally accepted, the Central Government may 
order the Council to adopt the remedies so recommended within such 
time as may be specified in the order and if the Council fails to comply 
within the time so specified, tile Central Government may pass such order 
or take such action as may be necessary to give effect to the recommendat- 
tions of the Commissfcn.
